WHEREAS, ths Olty Oounoll of ths Olty of Austin, pursuant to the terns of

Section 30 of the Zoning Ordinance of the Olty of Austin, has referred to ths Zoning
Board of Adjustment for Its consideration a petition of Mr. W. T. Oa swell requesting
a change In the Use and Height and Area designation of the northeast portion of
Block 5, Buddlngton Addition, which property fronts 136.3 feet on Weet 35th Street
and 15**- feat on Fruth Street, from "A" Residence District and First Height and Area
Plstrlot to *0N Commercial District and Second Height and Area District; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment hold a public hearing on this petition on
August 23, 1938, at whloh hearing no protests were beard against this change; and

WHEREAS, ths original petition waa accompanied by a written statement of con-
sent signed by eight adjoining and neighboring property owners; and

WHEREAS, this property is an unsubdlvided tract of land extending from
Quadalupe Street to Fruth Street, the frontage on Ouadalupe Street being zoned to a
depth of 131 feet as a "0" Commercial District as shown on the Use District map of
the Olty of Austin; and

WHEREAS, ths appellant is petitioning for the extension of the N0n Commercial
District to include all of the property extending to Fruth Street for the purpose of
erecting high-class, modern tourist cottages which, while of a residential character,
are considered to be a commercial uss under the terms of the ordinance; and

WHEREAS, ths Board has vlswed ths promises and carefully considered the condi-
tions surrounding the property and the trend of development, and otherwise considered
the question in ths light of sound Boning principles; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT)

THAT It Is recommended to the Olty Council that this property be changed from
"A" Residence District to "0" Commercial District and from First Height and Area
District to Second Height and Area District as It Is deemed that the type of develop-
ment proposed being more residential In character than commercial would not be con*
trary to the purpose and spirit of the ordinance, and further that the present depth
of commercial districts along highways and principal thoroughfares Is not of suffi-
cient depth to permit developments of this type, therefore would preclude the use
of property for an otherwise legal and legitimate purpose*

The Texas Publio Service Company ie hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin doee not guarantee that the space assigned above la clear from other under-
ground utilities, but ie baaed upon the best reoorde we have at hand, and that the

minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the faot that greater depths

may not be required at special points* When the Texas Publio Service Company re-

quires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or working pointe from

which to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the Olty

engineering Department not less than three (3) daye before such inforaatlon is re«

quired* The Texae Publio service Company Ie further put upon notice that they will

be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility

damaged during the construction of lines named in this reeolution.

(1) That the Contractor will ereot a suitable barrloado from place to place

around these premises as hie work progresses. This barricade shall consist of a

rail extending not more than 6 feet out from the property line and of such a length

as will embrace the entire section of awning to be replaced. This barrloade shall be

removed every evening after work oeaaes and the sidewalk Is to be kept olean at all

obstructions on the sidewalk Immediately after the necessity for their existence on

said sidewalk has oeaaed, such time to be determined by the City Manager, and In any

(5) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed or injured

aa a result of any of the activities neoesaary for the completion of tho alteration
work for said awnings, whether done by the contractor, olty forces, or public utilities,

shall be replaced or repaired at the Contractor's expense*

(6) That the Contractor shall furnish tho Olty of Austin a surety bond In the sun
of One Thousand (flQOO.OO) Dollars, which shall protect, indemnify, and hold harmless

the Olty of Austin from any claims for damages to any person or property that nay accrue

to or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise of the privileges granted the
Contractor by the Olty of Austin, and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks
and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the con-
struction work, and shall further guarantee tho oonetruotion of a barricade and other

safeguards during the oooupanoy of the space.

(1) That the Oontraotor ahall construct a guard rail within the boundary line
along the weat, north, and eaat llnea of tho above doaoribed apace, such guard rail

to be at leaat It feet high and substantially braced and anchored*

(2) That the Contractor la permitted to construct in his working apace a substan-

tial gate which ahall be kept closed at all times when not In use, and at all times

that auoh gate Is open, the Contractor ahall maintain a person at this gate to warn

pedestrian* and vehicles of approaching trucks* This gate la not to open out so aa to

impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working apaoe shall

park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space*
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(It) That NNo Parking11 signs shall be placed on th* street slds of ths barrl-

oadts*

(5) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other public

utilities in the oonetruotion of auoh barricade e.

(6) That provision shall be made for tho normal flow of all storm waters in

tho gutter , and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done due to obstruct-
ion of any such storm water*

(7) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway,

barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness and prorlde
lighting systea for all tunnels*

(8) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose materials,
and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street Immediately after the necessity

fop their existence on said sidewalk OP street has ceased, such time to be determined

by the City Manager, and in any event all euoh sidewalk, barricades, materials, equip-

ment, and other obstruct Ions shall be removed not later than October 31, 1930*
. (9) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any tine any and all the

privileges herein granted, or to require the ereotlon or installation of additional

(10) That the use and enjoyment of the space herein granted shall not be exclus-

ive as against public needs, and the City, in waking auoh grant, reserves the right

to enter and oooupy any part or all of said space any time with its public utilities,

or for other neoeesary public purposes*
(11) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or injured

as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of the alteration

work for said building project, whether done by the Contractor, city forces, or public
utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contractor's expense*

(18) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond In the

suo of Five Thousand ($5000*00) Dollars, which shall protect, Indemnify, and hold

harmless the Olty of Austin from any claims for damages to any person or property
that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise of the
privileges granted tho Contractor by the Olty of Austin and shall guarantee the re-

placement of all sidewalks, pavement, and all other public property and public utili-

ties disturbed or removed during the cons traction work and shall further guarantee

the construction of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space*

(3) That the grades of the station shall be suoh that no waste oils or water or
any floor washings shall ever pass over the Olty sidewalk area and that all of said
oils and water shall bs concentrated Into a combined grease and sand trap, which shall
be constructed In accordance with our standard plan 2*h-lw, and shall be conducted
by a pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest storm sewer at the expense of
the applicant* Before commencement of any oonstruotlon, the applicant shall apply
to the Olty Engineer for an estimate of the cost of that portion of the storm sewer
which will have to be built within any Olty street or alley and shall deposit In escrow
a sum equal to said estimate with the Olty Finance Director.
